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Introduction. 


In placing this revised and enlarged list of our birds before the pub- 
lic I have no excuse to offer except that my objectas stated in the in- 
troduction to my first edition 1. e. ‘‘to bring the subject before other 
ornithologists—that we might some day bring it to completion,” has 
been realized to a very satisfactory degree. While this list is still very 
incomplete, it embraces over twenty species omitted from the first one, 
I have seen fit to omit A. O. U. No. 4, Columbus nigricoltis californicus. 
as further evidence of its occurrence was not forthcoming and I could 
not find the skin that I understood had been taken on Lake Ontario in 
1892. I wish to tender my sincere thanks to Mr. Neil F. Posson of 
Medina, Orleans Co.; Mr. J. L. Davison, Lockport, Niagara Co.; Mr. 
Frank H. Lattin, Albion, Orleans Co.; Mr. Leslie V. Case, Naples, 
Ontario Co.; and others for notes and other help. 

I am especially indebted to Messrs., Davison and Posson for com- 
plete lists of the birds of their respective localities.

463. YELLOW-BELLIED FLYCATCHER. Ampidonax flaviventris. Rare 
summer resident and breeder. Not very common. 


'- 465. GREEN-CRESTED FLYCATCHER. Lmpidonax virescens. Occasional 
summer resident and breeder. Apparently confined to the higher woods. 


| 466a. ALDER FiycaTcHER. Lmpidonax tratllit alnorum. Said to 


be not uncommon in some places. A rare summer resident and breed- 
er in Monroe county. 


467. Least FrycatcHer. Empidonax minimus. A rare summer res- 
ident near Chili. Reported by Neil F. Posson as common at Medina. 
L. V. Case also mentions its nesting at Naples.

474. HORNED Lark. Ofocoris alpestris. Occasional winter visitor. 


474b. PRarRIE HorNEp Lark. Ofocoris alpestris praticola. Com- 
mon summer resident and breeder. Seems to be with us nearly all the 


time from Jan. 1st to December ist. Breeds twice, in March and 
April and in June. 


Family CORVIDAL.—Crows, Jays, etc. 


477. BuiuE Jay. Cyanocitta cristata. Resident and breeds. Seems 
to be local in distribution. 


488. AMERICAN Crow. Corvus americanus. Common resident and 
breeder, Abundant in Chili, Monroe County, especially in winter, 
there being a large roost near there. 
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Family ICTERIDAt.—American Starlings. 


494. Bowsouinn. Doelichonyx orysiverus. Abundant summer resi- 
dent. Breeds. 


495. Cowpixn. Mo/othrus afer. Abundant summer resident. De- 
posits its eggs in the nests of the followiug birds, viz: Kingbird, 
Meadowlark, Purple Finch, Vesper Sparrow, Chipping Sparrow, 
Field Sparrow, Song Sparrow, Indigo Bunting, Red-eyed Vireo, Yel- 
low-throated Vireo, Warbling Vireo, Yellow Warbler, Chestnut-sided 
Warbler, Ovenbird, American Redstart, Towhee, Golden-winged War- 
bler, Cedar Waxwing, Wood Thrush, Wilsons Thrush, Robin, Blue- 
bird, Hermit Thrush, Water Thrush, and possibly others. 


498. Rev-wincep Biacweirp. Agelatus pheniceus. Abundant sum- 
merresident. Breeds. 


501. Merapow ark. Sturnella magna. A common summer resident,’ 
a few staying all winter. Breeds. 


“506. ORCHARD ORIOLE. Jeferus spurius. A rare straggler. Saw 
one June 26, 1893, a male. Possibly was breeding. A male, oneof a 
pair, was shot at Chili by W. C. Voke about May 18, 1896. Female 
was seen at the time. 


507. Battivore Orole. J/eteruy galbuli. Abundant summer resi- 
dent. Breeds. 


509. Rusty Biackxzirp. Scolecophagus carolinus. Common migrant, 
especially in the fall. 


Abundant 
summer resident. Breeds.

514. Eventnc Grospgak. Coccothraustes wespertina. During the 
avinter of 1889 and 1890 the remarkable movement of: this species to 
the east extended over Western New York. Specimens were taken at 
Brockport, Albion, Gaines, Chili, Lockport and Naples. 


515. Pinx Grospeax. Pinicola enucleator. Occasional migrant in 
severe winters. While large numbers passed through New England 
in 1892-93 few if any seemed to have passed as far west as this. Com- 
mon during the winter of 1895-6. ° 


517. Purpie Fincu. Curpodacus pirpureus. Common summer res- 
ident. Breeds. 


521. AMERICAN CrosssILL. Loxza curvirostra minor. A winter visi- 
tant. Not common. 
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522. WHITE-WINGED CrossbiLLt. Lox /eucoptera. A rare straggler. 
Reported from Brockport by G. F. Guellf. 


528. Repeoi.. <dcanthis inaria. Irregular winter visitor. Some- 
times common. 


529. AMERICAN GOLDFINCH. Sinus fristis. Abundant summer res- 
ident. Breeds. Often seen in the winter and like the Meadowlark 
may be classed as an occasional resident in winter. 


533. PINE SISKIN. SAimus pinus. Irregular fall and winter visitor, 
and very rare breeder. One nest taken in spring of 1889. 


534. SNOWFLAKE. Plectrophenax nivalss. Abundant winter visitant. 


536. Lapiranp Lonouspir. Calearius lapponicus. Occasional win- 
ter visitant. 


540. VESPER Sparrow. LPovewtes graminicus. Abundant summer 
resident and breeds. 


542a. SAVANNA Sparrow. <Ammodramus sanduuchensis savanna. 
Comniem summer resident in suitable localities. Breeds. 


pe GRASSHOPPLR SPARROW. A minodiamus savannarum pusserinus. 
feported by J. H. Langille as a summer resident near West Barre, 
Orleans Co. A nest containing four eggs found near Maplewood, 
Monroe Co., June 1, 1893. Eggs were fresh and I positively identi- 
fied the species. Since writing the above nests have been taken as fol- 
lows: two at Phelps, Ontario Co., and one at Chili, each containing 
four eggs. It may safely be called an occasional summer resident.

Reported by L. V. Case as an occasional breeder at Naples, Ontario 
Co. Also breeds sparingly in Erie, Cattaraugus, and possibly other 
counties. 


Common summer resi- 
dent and breeds. 
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583. Lincouy’s Sparrow. Jelospisu Linco/ni. Occasional migrant. 


584. Swamp Sparrow. Melospisa georgiunu. Summer resident and 
breeds. Probably much more than the records show, owing to its se- 
cluded habits. 


585. Fox Sparrow. FPassere//t iliaca. Occasional spring migrant. 


587. Towuer. Pipilo ervthrophthaluus. Rare summer resident and 
breeds. 


593. CarpinaLt. Curdinalis cardinalis. Very rare straggler. Mr. 
J. L. Davison reports securing a male on May 10, 1883. Also saw 
specimens in January on two occasions. My father secured a speci- 
men in winter or early spring some years ago. 


595. JROSE-BREASTED GROSBEAK. Audra ludovlncrana. Common 
summer resident and breeder. 


Common summer resident 
and breeder.

Reported by N. F. Posson as fairly com- 
mon in Medina. 


Common summer 
resident. Breeds. 


613. Barn Swantow. Chelidon erythrogaster. Abundant summer 
resident. Breeds. 


614. Tree Swattow. Zuchyeineta bicolor. Summer resident and 
breeds. Not as common as most of our swallows. 


616. Bank Swatitow. CVleicola riparia. Abundant summer resident 
in localities. Breeds mostly in colonies.
